2. The said Chief Election Commissioner shall, except during any period 

of leave, be paid a salary of four thousand rupees per month. 

3. Tho conditions of service of the said Chief Election Commissioner as 

respects leave of absence, leave salary, travelling allowance and all 
other matters shall be regulated by the same rules as are applicable 
to a Secretary to the Government of India who is a member of the 
Indian Civil Service.
